DECLINED VALUE

Railroad President Be- 
lieves Lease and Prop- 
erty Both Are Decreas- 
ing in Worth. 


An application to Governor Rich- 
ard B. Russell Jr. for a readjustment 
of the lease of the Western & Atlantic 
railroad on the ground that competi- 
. tive carriers are paralleling the line, 
will be made “in a few days” by the 
N., C. & St. L. railway, it was learned 
in Atlanta Thursday. 

The N., C. & St. L., under the terms 
of the lease, pays the state an annua!

Warrants to cover this rent up until 
1944 either have been sold outright to 
banks or hypothecated with the state 
highway board.

A. property is the only source of rev- 
enue out of which it meets the ex-

Duggan’s statement was prompted, 
he said, by frequently recurring in- 
quiries, as to when the schools are 
going to be able to collect another 
payment on the $5,117,993.59 due 
them, and the growing fears among 
many county school officials that 
they will not be able to open their 
schools this year on normal schedules. 

“Uniess we receive a payment 
which we do not now expect, or un- 
less the governor borrows $800,000 
additional and uses the limit of the 
state’s borrowing power, one of two 
things will happen: a great majority 
of the rural schools will. have te 
postpone their opening or open with 
a definite knowledge that they will 
have to sharply curtail the usual 
length term.” 

Large Balance Due on Last Year. 

Superintendent Duggan explained 
that the $5,117,993.50 due the 
common schools includes a>balance of 
the 1982 appropriation amounting to 
$1,687,750. 

“The last legislature,” he explained, 
“made the same provision with the 
respect to 19382 and 1933 school ap- 
propriations that it did to all other 
appropriations. If the money fails to 
come to the treasury, the appropria- 
tion automatically ceases to be an 
obligation of the state. But the legis-

that the former appropriations are 
binding.” 

Atlanta schools, as well as those in 
some of the other cities, Duggan said, 
will in all probability provide money 
to open their schools and run them 
for the full term. 

“Fall taxes, which begin late in the 
school term and trickle in slowly, may 
enable some of the rural schools to 
run a full term,” Duggan said.

Practical asstrance that all finan- 
cial difficulties in the way of Georgia's 
sharing in the emergency relief road 
construction program of the federal 
government have been removed was 
received Thursday by Captain J. W.

Commodity Prices Also 
Sweep Upward as Optim- 
ism Increases.

NEW YORK, July 28.—(#) Se- 
curity and commodity prices were 
again swept upward on the wave of 
better feeling in the market plates to- 
day. 

Traders, however, were more dis- 
posed to take profits than they were 
yesterday,‘ and there’ was substantia! 
recession from the day's best levels. 

Stocks bulged fp $1 to more than 
$5 a share for many leading issues dn 
the middle of the day, and the volume 
of trading reached the fastest pace 
seen this yedr: Buying slackened in 
the last hour, and there were numer- 
ous recessions of $1 to $2 a share 
from the day's top prices. The turn- 
over in the stock exchange was 2,723,- 
325 shares, the largest since Decem- 
ber. 

The performance of the bond mar- 
ket was, if anything, more impressive 
than that of stocks. Prices made fhe 
sharpest aggregate gains of the week, 
and the. trading of $13,568,000 par 
value was. the most active of the 
month. A wide assortment of domestic 
corporate issues moved up $10. to 
more than $50 per bond of $1,100 
par value. As measured by price 
averages of domestic issues, today was 
the sixteenth successive advance in 
this market. 

Among the principal commodities, 
wheat futures pushed up nearly 2 
cents a bushel in Chicago, but about 
half its advance was lost before trad- 
ing closed, 

Cotton futures at New York had a 
quick run-up of about $1 a bale, then 
reacted to end the day virtually un- 
changed from yesterday. A further 
advance in lead prices, and uncon-

DOMINIONS URGED 
T0 DEVELOP TRADE 


Britain Says Action Must 
Come From Daughter 
Nations. 


BY FRANK I. WELLER. 
OTTAWA, July 28.—(#)—Great 
Britain tactfully reminded her daugh- 


ter. nations at the imperial economic 
conference today that she had done 
her utmost to develop their trade, 
and asked them what they were going 
to do in return now that times are 
hard. 

The British position was set forth 
in a formal statement issued by Stan- 
ley Baldwin, head of the delegation 
from the United’ Kingdom. The heart 
of that statement was this paragraph: 

“The representatives of the United 
Kingdom ,have put frankly and fully 
to the dominions the articles on which 
they desire to secure further advan- 
tages in dominion markets; and they 
will welcome frém the domiuions an 
equally full statement of the corre- 
sponding advantages they seek in the 
markets of Great Britain.” 

Mr. Baldwin’ emphasized that at 
present there are 2,750,000 unem- 
ployed persons in Britain. It is vital 
to the nation's physical existence, he 
said, to find adequate markets for the 
products of her highly industrialized 
system. Therefore anything tending to 
check the foreign exports of Britain 
must lessen her own purchasing power 
and thus impair the very markets on 
which the dominions largely depend 
for the sale of their own products. 

On that basis, the British delega- 
tion. rgued that preferential rates of 
duties imposed by the dominions 
should: be graduated to give United 
Kingdom products a reasonable chance 
of competing on even terms and that 
protective. tariffs ‘against United 
Kingdom products should be only high 
enough to give a fair opportunity .to 
reasonably efficient dominion indus- 
tries. 

The effect of the British statement 
was to define the lines of future ne- 
gotiations between the mother Ccoun- 
try and the dominions, .It came as 
American interests, not participating 
in the conference but here only as 
observers, began to draft an unoffi- 
cial statem:nt of their views. 

The Americans planned to set forth 
the disadvantages that might result 
to trade between the United States 
and Canada if certain proposals be- 
fore the conference were agreed to. 

As a result of the British state- 
ment, it was expected that Prime 
Minister R. B. Bennett, of Canada, 
would bring out into the open the list 
of products on which Canada is will- 
ing to give Britain an advantage over 
the rest of the world.

HUGENBERG URGES 


NEW RAISERISM 


Hitler Predicts End of 
German Democracy at 
Sunday’s Election. 


BERLIN, July 23.—(4)—Adolf Hit- 
ler’s threat that democracy in Ger- 
many inust die within a few days was 
followed up todag. by a stfong call 
for “kaiserism” from Dr. Alfred 
Hugenberg, leader of the nationalist 
party which, with Hitler’s national 
socialists, is dedicated to putting Ger- 
many back in her.“place in the sun.” 

“Kaiserism is the couptry’s safest 
guarantee for a clean, strong, right- 
eous state,” Dr. Hugenberg told an au- 
dience in Koenigsberg assembled , to 
hear the nationalist campaign argu- 
ments in preparation for the impor- 
tant reichstag elections Sunday. 

The fiery Hitler, who swept into 
Berlin . airplane last night, brought 
forth thunderous cheers from 100,000 
persons gathered in the great Berlin 
stadium by declaring: 

“July 31 must remove the rule of 
democracy and Marxism and its vas- 
sals from Germany, and restore a re- 
gime of discipline, national conscience 
and honor and power. ; 

Dr. Hugenberg, privy councillor 
under the old monarchy, declared em- 
phatically that real German manhood 
never will be developed until universal 
military training, forbidden by the 
treaty of: Versailles, is again estab- 
lished. 

“Compulsory military training al- 


best school ‘for the German man,” 
he said. “German youth demands lead- 
ership and discipline, Thanks to our 
nationalist movement there 
arisen again moral forces which are 
willing to create the Germany of to- 
morrow from the wreckage of today. 
“Let us. see to it that this re- 
awakened spirit will not be destroyed 
by materialism,, pacifism and godless- 
ness.” tee 

Although the nationalists and the 
Hitlerites are united, in their demand 
that Germany be re-established in her 
old power, they are far from political 
unity, as Dr. Hugenberg indicated by 
making a jibe at the Nazi brown 
shirts. 

“Let's not imitate other countries,” 
he said. “That applies also to out- 
ward things like uniforms and salutes. 
The simple field gray and the mili- 
tary salute of the old army are closer 
to our hearts.” 

The solution to Germany's prob- 
lems, the nationalist leader said, lies 
in giving the nationalists and the na- 
tional socialists a clear majority in 
the reichstag.

by the president as he retired at the 
White House. Finally’ it was deter- 
mined to let the troops complete the 
destruction. They did, and set up 
a guard there such as was watching 
over the other three scenes of attack. 
The numerous blazes which «wept 
across the Aancostia camp followed 
a few earlier, which started coinci- 
dentally with the arrival of the infan- 
try and cavalry. It me a matter 
of dispute whether the soldiers set off 
these or whether the veterans them- 
selves had, or whether it had been the 
grim police. But there was unanimity 
that the angered veterans themselves 
started the final conflagration, since 
no soldiers were at the huts where 
the fires originated. 
Fifty in Hospital. 

In a statement, General Douglas 
MacArthur, chief of staff of the army, 
expressed his conviction that if the 
president had not taken his decisive 
action when he did “the government 
would have been threatened.” 

The presideat, he said, “had gone 
the limit in the exercises of patience - 
before he used force. 

_ “I believe he would have been dere- 
lict in his duty if he had not acted.”

Thus Rocke- 
feller. center, bounded by Fifth and 
Sixth avenues, and 48th and 5ist 
streets, will take rank with such cities 
as Hamburg, Cophenhagen and Danzig.

FARM NR’ TACTICS 


Board Criticized for Wheat- 
Coffee Deal With 
Brazil. 


ST. LOUIS, July 28.—(#—The 
federsl farm board’s deal with Brazil 
in which it traded wheat for coffee, 
was assailed by a coffee merchant to- 
day when the congressional com- 
mittee investigating government ac- 


tivity in business, opened a two-day 
session here. . 

In a prepared statement, presented 
to the committee, F, E. Norwine, pres- 
ident of the Norwine Coffee m- 
pany, criticized the farm board’s trade 
of 25,000,000 bushels of wheat for 
32,000,000 pounds of Brazilian cof- 
fee, which, he said, made the farm 
board the largest importer of coffee 
in the United States. 

“The stumbling, blundering farm 
board is perhaps the most outstand- 
ing failure in history,” Norwine said. 
“American wheat, which cost the 
farm board 82 cents a bushel, was 
traded on the basis of a 50-cent value 
—a_ terrific loss to begin. with. 

“Coffee was accepted in exchange 
at 8 1-2 cents a pound, at least 73 
cents a bag more than the ebay was 
worth, or a difference of $750,000.” 

Beginning in September, “~ said, 
the farm board will offer its coffee 
for sale at the rate of 62,500 bags a 
month for 17 months, “which will 
inscribe a new chapter in government- 


fal merchandising.”

Fruits and vegetables canned by the 
told pack method are packed, after 
thorough preparation, in clean, hot 
glass jars, the lids of which are par- 
tially affixed or turned, These Jars, 
filled with the yroduct, and salted to 
the extent of 1 level —e to 
the quart jar, are then p 
hot-water bath, and processed varying 
Jeneths of time. depending upon the 
kind of food. For canned tomatoes it 
takes 1-2 hour. 

This tet aii method consists of 
any container which may be fitted 
with a suitable rack for holding the 
Sars, and which at the same time al- 
Jows for a free circulation of boiling 

water under and around the jars, Lo 
mot use folded newspapers in the bot- 
tom of the container. Use racks, if 
possible, or at least something that is 
of that type. This hot-water bath 
should also have a tight-fitting lid, 
aud must be deep enough to hold the 
jars. and permit of one full inch of 
water above the top of the jars, plus 
the space needed for rapid boiling 
above that. A large tin lard pail or 
mw thoroughly cleaned wash boiler will 
do the work very nicely, provided 
suitable racks for the bottom are sup- 
plied, The jars must be raised off the 
bottom of the hot-water bath container | 
to allow for free circulation of water 
under them, and they must be placed 
in the container with space enough be- 
tween them to allow for circulation 
there, too. The hot water must com- 
pletely surround the jar. 

The tomatoes are prepared as for 
canning according to the open-kettle 
method. They are then packed into 
the jars right close to the top, 1 
teaspoon of salt added to each quart | 
jar of them, the lids affixed on tup 
of the rubbers, and the 
screwed one turn, or half-clamped 
down, These jars are then set into 
the hot-water bath (have the jars and 
the tomatoes hot when filled). the wa- 
ter is brought to a rapid boil, Cover 
the hot-water bath container. tightly.

Bolivian Troops Moving 
To Front Near Peruvian 
Border. 

\ 


BUENOS AIRES, July 28.—(UP) 
Feverish military preparations in the 
Gran Chaco jungle region and the ap- 
pearance of Bolivian airplanes over 
the scene of recent military clashes 
tonight intensified the threat of war 
between Paraguay and Bolivia as a 
result of their long-standing frontier 
dispute. : 

While neutral nations prepared to 
bring pressure for peace 'at the most 
critical moment, the Bolivian govern- 
ment informed Washington it could 
not accept the plea to resume negotia- 
tions for a peaceful settlement. 

Meanwhile; in Paraguay a war-like 
sentiment spread through the cities as 
it has been spreading in Bolivia for a 
week and the Asuntion newspapers 
called upon the government to make 


intensive preparations to defend the 
nation, 

Advices from the frontier said many 
Bolivian troops were moving into the 
Chaco region through the mobiliza- 
tion poigt of Villa Montes, with re- 
cruiting at Tarija and Potozi. Motor 
truck caravans loaded with war sup- 
plies pass through Villa Montes daily, 
and reliable advices said headquarters 
would be established there in event of 
war. 

Communication lines were reported 
laid from Villa Montes to the fort- 
resses in the frontier area and short 
Wave wireless is being installed to 
supplement telephone and telegraph 
lines, 

Argentine frontier towns are effect- 
ing strict vigilance at the border and 
prepared to protect the rights of this 
government. 

Conversations in diplomatic chan- 
nels are continuing, with Argentine, 
Brazil, Chile and Peru involved in 
the efforts toward assuring peace. 
These efforts will be strongly pushed 
unofficially but a “joint plea” in 
strong language will be presented if

PARAGUAY TO-UPHOLD —__. 
RIGHTS AT ANY-COST 

ASUNCIJN, Paraguay, July ?8.~— 
(UP)—With tions of the press and 
publie openly expect’ . war with Bo- 
livia, the government declured tonight 
that Paraguay would take all neces- 
sary measures to uphold her Jegitimate 
rights in the Gran Chaco frontier eon- 
flict with Bolivia. 

The Paraguayan government, in a 
note to United States Sec:etary Henry 
L. Stimson, reiterated this uation had 
not made hostile cts but merely took 
“preeautions for defense in view of 
the mobilization ordered by Bolivia 
and concentration of troops in the 
Chaco rea.” 

The note, in reply to the request 
of neutrals for peaceful negotiations, 
asked Stimson to conf'r 1 whether Bo- 
livia would agree to the neutral re- 
quest for cessation of hostile acts. 

“It would be unjust and prejudice 
the defense of Paraguay should Lo- 
livia fail to heed the neutral request,” 
the note said. 

The foreign office announced strong 
concentrations of Bolivian troops in 
Chaco were obviously preparing for an 
attack on the Paraguayan positions in 
the junz’e area whe - there have been 
several clashes in recent weeks for pos- 
session of border fortifications. 

“In view of this situation the gov- 
ernment is taking all necessary meas- 
ures to defend her scvereignty at all 
costs,” the foreign office announced. 

The g« eral staff reported to the 
government that Bolivian airplanes 
were seen over Fort Ines, near Pil- 
comayo, in the disputed area.

Meantime, matching with steady 
tread, other infantry deployed and 
behind them came cavalry and heavy 
lorries carrying tanks and machine 
guns, 

With their horses at a walk the 
cavalry went down the steep embank- 
ment into the camp area followed im- 
mediately by infantrymen, who set 
fires to a number of huts after first 
making sure every human had been 
cleared out, 

At the center of the camp a knot 
of men gathered but was dispersed 
by Commander Atwell, leader of the 
camp, who shouted: 

“Give way, boys, give *way. They've 
got the tanks and you haven't got a 
chance in hell,” 

Cavalrymen were lined up in front 
of the camp which was illuminated by 
powerful searchlights from fire trucks, 

A stern steel-helmeted soldiery, ex- 
loding tear gas bombs to right and 
eft, evacuated three of the camps 
held by the “Bonus Expeditionary 
Foree” as dusk fell and attacked the 
fourth tonight while the casualty list 
of the day’s clashes stood at one dead 
and some fifty injured. 

The sole death was caused by a po- 
liceman’s bullet, in thé second of two 
riotous disorders: that caused Presi- 
dent Hoover to order troops from 
Fort Myer after District of Colum- 
bia officials had reported the local 
authorities were “‘unable to maintain 
law and order.” 

General Douglas MacArthur, army 


chief of staff, headed the cavalry and 


infantry that “mopped up” the big- 
gest camp, that at Anacostia. 

Behind, patrols had been left to 
guard the sectors where for several 
hours earlier the soldiers had kept 
busy, first a few blocks from the cap- 
itol, routing the bonus seekers wifh 
tear gas and leaving their shanty 


shelters in flames. 


Some 5,000 men were estimated by 
be-in 
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: 1 tonight 
in a serious condition. 

George Scott, a policeman, tonight 
was given a chance to survive a frac- 
tured skull received when veterans at- 
tacked police ,with bricks after being 
evicted. from a building in the dis- 
puted area. The troops arrived in 
Washington from near-by Virginia 
camps and forts. They assembled near 
the White House and marched down 
Pennsylvania avenue to the scene of 
the battle. : 


Headed by the cavalry, the troops 
moved down the avenue as if on pa- 
rade. Flags were flying, arms were 
bright in the sun. 


Thousands of spectators crowded 
the avenue to,cheer, Even the vet- 
erans who were to be evicted mixed 
cheers with their boos. Unmoved by 
the demonstration the soldiers went 
quietly to the work at hand, 


Order to MacArthur. 


Secretary Hurley's order to Gen- 
eral Douglas MacArthur, chief of 
staff, read as follows: | 


“The president has just -informed 
me that the civil govefnment of tlie 
District of Columbia has reported to 
him that it is unable to maintain: law 
and order in tke district. 

“You will havé United States troops 
proceed immediately to the scene 0 
disorder. Co-operate fully’ with the 
District of Columbia police force 
which is now in charge. Surround 
the affected area and-clear it without 
delay. 

“Turn over all prisoners to civil 
authorities. 

“In your orders insist that any 
women and children-who may be in 
the affected area be accorded ever 
consideration and kindness. Use all 
humanity consisent with the due exe- 
cution of this order.” 

Many women, wives of the veterans, 
were in the camp, There were a few 
childrem also. Some of them remained 
until the end, but most moved out of 
danger as the soldiers approached. 

White “House” officials said the 
secre: service information was that 
those who led the attack on the police 
today were “entirely the communist 
group.” 

Shortly after the first fight took 
place Attorney-General Mitchell is- 
sued a sweeping eviction order. He 
said nearby jails were available to 
care for all those who proved re- 
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tents be preserved. : 

The drive to clear the Anacostia 
camp got under way at 10:09. Infan- 
trymen, among the first of the troops 
to arrive there, hurled tear gas bombs 
into a crowd that impeded their way. 

The troops had been greeted by 
mingled cheers and boos from thou- 
sands of onlookers, many of them

camp. General Miles ordered that all 


the Anacostia camp, after the hun- 
dreds of women and children in the 
main had left. 5 

Meanwhile, 200 veterans had moved 
over into Vitginia, halting for the 
night near Oakcrest, in a wooded area 
of the H. P. Carter estate, private 
property. 

County authorities prepared there 
to seek military help to force them 
to move on, unless they were away 
within 24 hours. 

Behind a blue mist of tear gas 
troops earlier today cleared the bonus 
army from their shanty village in the 
shadow of the capitol, where shortly 
before one veteran had been shot to 
death and others injured in ftghts 
with the police. 

The soldiers were ordered to the 
scene by President Hoover after Dis- 
trict of Columbia authorities admit- 
ted defeat. 

Retreating sullenly before the roll- 
ing barrage of the doubhboys’ tear 
gas hombs, the dispirited bonus seek- 
ers trudged awa, in disorganized hud- 
dies, leaderless and thoroughly demor- 
alized, secking shelter in other open 
places far and wide through the city. 

A few of them nursed minor bruises, 
the results of their brushes with the 
police and soldiers, but on the whole 
the infantrymen did their work with- 
out the exercise of,actual physical 
force. Accompanying cavalrymen, 
however, rode their horses into the 
crowds on occasion to disperse .them. 

First Battle. 

First a plot of government land at 
Third and Pennsylvania avenue, scene 
of the earlier clash with the police, 
then other camps a few blocks farther 
from the capitol, were cleared by the 
soldiery and left in smoking ruins. The 
torch was applied by the military to 
shack and tent left behind by the de- 
parted squatters, and the ground made 
ready for the government building op- 
erations which.federal authorities: had 
decided should no longer be inter- 
rupted, 

Walter W. Waters, the young Ore- 
gonian who led 
Washington, disclaimed responsibility 
for his followers’ resistance to the 
first eviction order of the police, and 
said tonight he was through. 

“The men got out of control,” he 
said. “There was nothing and is noth- 
ing I can do to ‘control them.” 

With bayonts flashing and dense 
clouds of smoke mounting over Penn- 
sylvania avenue as the troops ad- 
vanced across the litter-strewn areas 
of the camps—already half-prepared 


by the wrecker for the building: con- 

tractors to follow—the afternoon scene 

was like a leaf out of the book of the 

great war. , 
Checx Spectators. 

While cavalrymen held back thou- 


the bonus march to' 


bellious. 

Throughout the afternoon of tumult 
ost of Washington went about its 
business as usual, the operations be- 
ing confined to a comparatively small 
area n.ir the capitol. 

The crowds of spectators increased 
tremendously, however, at the height 
of the late afternoon mopping up 
operations of the military, as the gov- 
ernment departments disgorged their 
thousands of employes. Part of the 
work of the cavalry was to keep back 
the lookers-on, as well as the bonus 
men themselves. 

President Hoover remained at work 
at the White House, a mile from the 
scene of action. He had been in con- 
ference earlier in the day with Hurley 
and Mitchell and he kept informed of 
what was taking place, but no word 
came from him except his proclama- 
tion directing the troops to take 
charge. 

Spectators, some women and chil- 
dren among the veterans and police 
also were affected as well as the 
bonus ceekers by the blue haze of gas 
that hung like an ominous pall over 
the section, makifg it reminiscent of 
scenes in war-torn France as the whole 
area was one of wrecked buildings. 

After policemen had hauled down 
and folded up some American fla‘s 
waving vver the crudely constructed 
veterans’ shelters, infantrymen with 
long flaming brands in their Lands 
went from hut to hut and tent to tent 
leaving behind them flame and ruin. 

The veterans retreated out of the 
area into which the bombs had been 
tossed but they formed a solid line 
on Maine avenue between Third_and 
Fourth streets..They set up a fierce 
chorus of yells and threatened to ad- 
vanee on the infantry which had fol- 
lowed them. 

It was not clear immediately wheth- 
er the troops nlone started the confla- 
grations, but it did not seem to mat- 
ter to officials whether some of this 
had been done by veterans or not. The 
only concern of firemen was to keep: 
the fires from spreading. 

Half Hou. 

For slightly more than half an hour 
the siege lasted, the affair appearing 
washed up fairly well at 6:05 p. m. 

As flames completed the job on the 
Pennsylvania avenue encampment, the 
troops moved across the small park 
and the cavalrymen took their station 
along the line of another encampment. 

A troop of cavalry with foam-fleck- 
ed horses rode up and lined in front 
of belligerent veterans in the vicinity. 
The infantrymen, tired and sweating, 
' dropped back and took off their gas 
masks in a little park south of Penn- 
'sylvania avenue. The cavalrymen held 
the veterans in line and awaited fur- 
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The second phase of the evacuation 


movement carried . the hes tee to 
Four and One-half street and Mary- 
land avenue, S. W., where the left 
or communist wing of the bonus seek- 
ers have held out. Tear gas bombs 
were thrust into the dilapidated 
buildings there, too, 


A retreating crowd picked up some), 


of the bombs and threw them back 
at the soldiers, Slowly the evacua- 
tion was forced. 

Cavalrymen stood at attention with 
sabers drawn but did not move for- 
ward at once, leaving the work to 
the gas. Finally it advanced on the 
lot where a crowd had congregated, 
and scattered it. . ‘ 

No Violence at First. : 


In the movement to clear the dis- 
puted area, there was no sign of se- 
rious violence for a while. Cavalry- 
men, after a start and then remain- 
ing still several minutes, began to 
clear the north side of Pennsylvania 
avenue, two or three riding into the 
crowd. 


Spectators and veterans massed 


fi there dropped back to a vacant lot. 


Meantime, the almost solid group 
of veterans on the south side of the 
avenue did not move back an inch. 


Finally the cavalry cleared the 
streets and surrounding lots of the 
huge throng preliminary to the evacua- 
tion move. 

Police were put inside the lines of 
the veterans’ camp as the cavalry 
undertook its task of getting , the 
crowd away from possible danger. 


At this point, numbers of the troops 
donned gas masks, presumably with 
the intention of flinging tear gas 
bombs into the ranks of recalcitrant 
veterans. 

The veterans for the most part 
held their ground some smiling and 
some snarling. 

A company of infantry deployed to 
the rear of the beseiged veterans, Ano- 
ther company advanced down Pennsy!- 
vania avenue to the front. They spread 
their ranks, reminiscent of war days 
in creeping into.enemy country, | 

As one group of veterans was driven 
back into a compact mass but failed 
to move further, infantryman at a 
quick order retreated and put on gas 
masks. 

In the upper reaches of the four 
story building which has been head- 
quarters for the Pennsylvania avenue 
veterans, men could be seen folding 
their blankets and apparently getting 
ready to evacuate. 

Gas Rises. 


Soon the tear. gas bombs were 
thrown, and almost immediately the 
gas started rising from amongst the 
partially destroyed buildings. the 
veterans rushed backward as troops 
pushed forward with bayonets sstill 
fixed. 

A blue haze of gas hovered over 
Pennsylvania avenue at Fourth street. 
Down at Third street, the cavalry 
moved in to the ropes scattering ano- 
ther crowd of spectators which spread 
swiftly before the clattering horses. 
The troops did not immediately go 
into this end of the camp. 

Even police were fleeing from the 
tear ~as zone, as well as numbers of 
the veterans who began a rush from 
the occupied “area toward a_ free 
atmosphere zone. 

Trucks brought up another detach- 
ment of infantry, which immediate- 
ly began a movement on another flank 
of the veterans. There was no sign of 
combat. 

Dropping bomb after bomb, the 
soldiers moyed quickly through the 
first building standing on the corner 
of Fourth street and Pennsylvania 
avenue. , 
The bombs were dropped outside in 
the debris of a building recently torn 
down. The fumes soared to the second

staying. | 

Stores along the avenue slammed 
shut their doors and transoms to keep 
out the gas. 

Spectators Fall Back. 

Thousands of spectators fell back 
before the attack of tear gas arrived. 

Some women and children in the 
crowd and police were affected alike 
with bonus marchers. Scores on 
sidewalks along the street in which 
the spectators took refuge were cleared 
by infantrymen and cavalry. Store- 
eepers were ordered to lock their 
doors, 

The first casualty was a victim of 
tear gas and heat. An ambulance 
quickly took the person away. 

Some of the cavalrymen got boos 
from the spectators when they moved 
them away from a favorite point of 
view at a gasoline filling station 
across the avenue on Third. 

The tanks moved behind the troops 
as they went to the southeast corner 
of the encampment. 

Police Chief Glassford, who was a 
personal witness of the shooting of 
the veteran, made an immediate inves- 
tigation of it with a view to turning 
his information over to the district 
attorney’s office. 

Seated astride his motercycle in 
the street, the police chief took the 
deposition of police officers and by- 
standers who had witnessed the fray. 

Shinault told Glassford he had fired 
only after it appeared that he would 
be seriously injured by the veterans 
advancing on him. He said he fired 
one shot. 

Other witnesses told Glessford they 
heard several shots but were indefi- 
nite about who had fired them. 

Glassford said that in the midst of 
the fight to keep the storming veterans 
back he had seen a civilian “pull a 
.45 caliber revolver from his pocket.” 
_ Upon being shouted to by the po- 
lice chief to put the firearm away, 
however, the civilian pocketed it with- 
out firing, Glassford said. 

He was far more interested in stop- 
ping the shooting than in who did it,” 
Glassford said. . 

Suggests Use of Guns. 

While speakers harangued an un- 
ruly crowd of the bonus army, in its 
last stronghold—the Anacostia camp— 
General MacArthur made plans - to 
advance on that settlement. 

Edward Atwell, a “divisional com- 
mander” for the Anacostia group, told 
an assembly there that if an attempt 
was made to “stampede our women 
and children,” an effort . would be 
made to “kill the first Man that steps 
over the line.” 

Bugles had called the veterans to 
an assembly around a  rough-hewn 
platform. 

Atwell, in a lengthy address, said 
every effort should be made to dvoid 
trouble and offer only passive re- 
sistance. 

He asked for an attempt to evacuate 
the women and children, offering them 
the automobiles in the camp. 

Possibly referring to weapons, 
which police had heard were hidden 
in the vicinity, he shouted: 

“You know where they are buried, 
now go dig ’em up.’ 

Atwell asserted he had been in- 
formed by police that an effort would 
he made to put Commander W. W. 
Waters “on the spot,” and that he 
bad been “secreted away.” 

“We know where Waters is,” he 
shouted, “and he is still in command 
of this camp.” 

Move Into Virginia, 

At Anacostia, W. D. Archer— 
termed “intelligence officer’ for the 
veterans—estimated there were 7,000 
there, including 488 children and 380 
women, 

Meanwhile, another group of some 
200 bonus seekers crossed over into 
Virginia with the announced intention 
of staying there “until we can get 
back into the District of Columbia.” 

They trudged along the state high- 
way planning to spend the night in 
the first open field. 4% ; 
At Arlington courthouse, the sheriff 
for the eounty, Howard Fields, said

He said he was watching the con-

Fields said he had been ih commu- 
nication with authorities at Fort 
Myer, federal military post adjoin- 
ing the county, and had n assured 
that aid would be furnished him from 
there in case of any emergency, 

Police Watch Gun Sales. 

Police were detailed to watch all 
hardware stores and places where 
firearms may be obtained in event any 
veterans stormed these places for 
weapons, 

Special details also were assigned 
towresidential sections to protect the 
citizens, 

Police notified Atwell that Pelham 
D, Glassford, police chief, had ordered 
that the camp be evacuated, especial- 
ly of the women and children. 

Before long Atwell ‘agreed to send- 
ing the women and children away and 
that movement was undertaken. 
men stayed. 

Anacostia, separated from the city 
proper by the Anacostia river, was 
tense. Since the bonus seekers ar- 
rived, Anacostia has been an unwill- 
ing host to the larger part of the vet- 
erans. Starting With two crude shel- 
ters in an undeveloped park on the 
bank of the Anacostia river acress 
from the navy yard, almost a city in 
itself has sprung up. The park is 
mainly surrounded by Anacostia 
homes: but on one side the army fly- 
ing field, Bolling field, borders it. 

A crowd of several hundred, com- 
posed of honnus marchers and specta- 
tors, gathered at the drawbridge 
across the Anacostia river. They re- 
mained on the Anacostia _ side. 
Throngs of curious clogged the traffic 
wavs there is automobiles. 

Exclaiming “I don’t want any more 
bloodshed,” W. Waters, “com- 
mander” of the bonus army, circulated 
through the huge encampment near 
the Potomac river tonight seeking to 
have the veterans evacuate peacefully. 

Waters Asks Men to Ga, 

Police had said a plot was afoot 
to harm Waters, and leaders in Camp 
Anacostia said he had been secreted 
away for his. own safety. 

He arrived at the threatened camp 
in a taxicab, however. with a body- 
‘guard of five men. The cab windows 
were darkened. 

“Tf we are evacuated from the Dis- 
trict of Columbia,” he said, “we will 
set up national headquarters at Johne- 
town, Pa. Mayor Eddie McCloskey 
telephoned down here today inviting 
us to set up headquarters there. 

“What happened today is weighing 
very heavily on me.” 

As the cavalry deployed over the 
wide field of the camp, a courier pre- 
sented himself from Commander At- 
well,

The wind was unfavorable for a gas 
attack, but it was planned to use it 
nevertheless. 

The soldiers would have to go into

On the brightly lighted streets of 
PAnacostia above the flats on which 
the veterans were encamped there was 
an air of tensity. - 

Apparently General Miles. under- 
stood the courier to state that all 
were leaving the camp, but those who 
heard the conversation reached the 
conclusion he was presenting a mes- 
sage in behalf of Atwell asking favors 
only for the women and children. 

General MacArthur sent a message 
to the commander of the camp that 
he had been ordered to evacuate it 
and that he had found it substantially 


evacuated. 

He sent word, however, that he 
would give those remaining ample 
time in which to leave, 

Meanwhile the cavalry surrounded 
the camp in a great semi-circle, the 
horses and their riders standing som- 
berly in the dark awaiting further 


orders. 
Men Want To Fight. , 

It was Atwell’s understanding, after 
a talk with MacArthur, that a full 
hour was to be allowed for peaceful 
evacuation—and it remained for de- 
velopments to show, just what would 
happen.

Then in a wild burst of helter- 
skelter riding the troopers bore down 
on the massed thousands and hurled 
them back quickly. The veterans 
threw sticks and stones but the cas- 
ualties apparently were few. 

Some Hold Ground. 

Some bonus seekers refused to budge 
before the cavalry,. but the infantry 
followed through, and with the butts 
of their rifles poked the resisting men 
along in a furious, wild riot. 

After clearing the disputed areas 
in Washington proper the troops were 
ordered to finish off the day by 
breaking up Camp Marks, the main 
encampment of the veterans on Ana- 
costia river. 

President Hoover in ordering out 
the troops, explained that many of 
those who remained after congress 
adjourned were “not veterans; many 
are communists and persons with 
criminal records.” 

By ordering the army to turn over 
all prisoners to civil authorities war 
department officials avoided the neces- 
sity of declaring martial law in the 
capital.

| Holds Flag. 
| The negro, dressed in riding boots 
and trousers, held the flag aloft and 
threw his head to shout he would not 
move, He was the point of a triangle 
behind which a hundred or more of 
the marchers quickly grouped them- 
selves, 

After the cavalrymen had tried un- 
availingly to push the negro back, all 
but planting their horses’ feet upon 
him, they gave up that gesture and 
put their horses squarely into the 
crowd, five of them breaking pell-mell 
througk and literally throwing the 
flag bearer and his followers back on 
the pavement beyond the flying hoofs 
of the horses. 

Just beyond the line of cavalrymen 
the marchers stood, men and women 
both hurling taunts at the individual 
riders 

The cavalrymen used the flats of 
their sabres freely in pushing the 
crowd back into line. 

One man fell and a rearing horse 
leaped over his body. Several seized

| the reins of the horse that a cavalry 


'eaptai' was riding and attempted to 
'drag him from the saddle, but other 
cavalrymen dashed up and pushed the 
men back. | 

The trouble began when the cav- 
alry officer inadvertently interrupted 
the frenzied prayer of the big negro. 
After this skirmish the ranks reform- 
ed andthe soldiers and veterans faced 
each other fh almost the same posi- 
tion that they were before.

As the bonus marchers gathered up 
their ill-assorted belongings and start- 
ed toward Peace monument at the 
foot of Capitol Hill, some were in- 
clined to be gay, but the majority ap- 
peared downcast and belligerent.

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THE MARATHON HOLDS INTERESTS. 

Ever since Pheidippides ran from the little village of Mara- 
thon, where “‘the mountains look on Marathon: and Marathon 
looks on the sea,” to carry the news to Athens that the Greeks 
had taken the Persians for a ride, the marathon race has been 
the real feature of the Olympic games. 

Pheidippides dropped dead after gasping out the good 
news. This should not be taken to mean that the spe- 
cial delivery boy was a weakling and could not cover the 
26 miles and a few yards without fatal results. The facts 
are that two days before he had run 60 miles and then 
fought for two days and nights without rest, wearing 
armor.

A great shout went up which turned 
to murmurs of pity as the huge man, ropes of foam falling from 
his mouth, and circled the track and officials ran out and threw 
the olive wreath about his neck. But McArthur, his eyes glazed,

It was poetic justice that the first marathon, in the 1896 
revival of the games, shouid have been a Greek, a shepherd from 
the hills, Spiridion Louys. The story goes that the Greek of- 
ficials, hurt by a lack of victories, made him a public hero as 
long as he lived. And Prince Constantine rushed out, at the fin- 
ish, and ran the last few yards with the little shepherd. 

I have often wondered, reading the story of that 

marathon, if the Greeks kept their promises which were 

to feed him as long as he lived. to shave him free, to 

clothe him gratis. There were other largesses. And, too, 

I’ve wondered if Louys became a bore who sat about 

the market place telling of his victories. 

' The 1904 Olympics saw an American win. But the story 
was in fourth place. A little Havana postman, wearing a pair 
of ordinary street shoes, such as he wore carrying the mail in 
‘Havana, and a pair of old pants cut short to running trunks, fin- 
ished fourth. He ran along without any aides, taking food 
which spectators handed him along the route and picking a few 
apples from trees for their juice. 

Men have died running the marathon. It is the one 
race which carries the most tradition behind it. The 
dashes, the middle distance and the field events all fade. 

In fact, the nation which wins the marathon feels it has won 
the Olympic games. ‘Because the run from Marathon to Athens

WASHINGTON, July 28—()— 
To relieve unemployment through 
furnishing work on the public build- 
ings authorized and appropriated’ for 
by congress, treasury and postoffice 
officials are bending every effort in 
expanding and speeding up their pro- 
gram as far as possible. 

Plans have been laid for spending 
$123.000.000 in the erection of federal 
buildings throughout the country dur- 
ing the fiseal year which began July 
1. The entire program, which calls 
for the expenditure of $700,000,000, 
will take several years to complete. 

Congress already has appropriated 
$496,403.942 and the relief bill pass- 


ed just before ona yaya Ay a

the money is available to start the ad 
ditional work. It is not deemed like- 
ly that this work will get under wa 
this year. The buildings which will 
be erected under this provision will 
he selected by the treasury from a 
list already allocated by congress and 
is expected to be made in time to begin 
work in the next fiscal year, a year 
hence. 

The treasury had $118.000,000 of 
public buildings under obligation on 
July 1 and during this year expects 
to place another $110,000.000 under 
contract, spending in the fiscal year 
$123,000,000. . While congress | has 
made Another. * $100,000,800 available 
when the money is on hand the econo- 
my bill contained a provision that the 
limit of cost on all building projects 
not now under contract must be cit 
10 per cent. 

reasury architects expect they will 
be able to revise the plans of most 
of the buildings to come within the 
reduced limits but in some cases they 
will have to call for supplementary 
bids reducing the cost of the buildings 
and in others call for new bids by 
readvertising the ‘projects, In all 
about 220 projects will be affected 
but the reduction is not expected to 
slow down the program which has been 
pushed at a maximum speed for the 
last three years. 

The treasury. under its building 
program started anew Sey 1928, had 
completed 205 building July i this 
year at a cost of $ S64, 919. It had 
359. buildings under.contract, which 
will cost $307.416,600, while sites 
urchased in the’District of Columbia 
had cost $27,622.523 and bids were 
on the market or in the specification 
stage for 118 projects which will cost 
$53,675,023. 

The supervising architect’s office 
of the treasury is drawing plans for 
44 projects while private architects 
are drawing plans for projects, 
the combined cost of which will 
$31,324.000. The government owns 
the land for three additional projects 
for which the drawings have not been 
started, These buildings will cost 
$595,000. It has selected the sites fur 
sit projects which will cost $1,780,000 
but has not yét received title to the 
land. Sites for four projects are await- 
ing selection. These will cost $1,585.,- 
000 while 15 projects are held up for
